Why register? Why vote?

There are over twenty-five million 
potential new young voters in the 
country, according to estimates from the 
1970 national census, and their impact on 
American politics will be measured this 
year. But “You Can’t If You Aren’t” say 
the posters—vote, if you're not registered, 
that is. 

SPAN (Students for Political Action 
Now) is one of many student groups in 
California working to mobilize that 
potential vote by registering voters on 
college and high school campuses. Two 
and a half million new young voters could 
be going to the polls in the State if they 
register by April for the primary or by 
September for the general election, 
according to Sacramento’s SPAN 
coordinator, Mike Lynch. 


SSC has an enrollment of about 18,C00 
students, of which an estimated 40% are 
registered and SPAN hopes to boost that 
to 100% by Spring. “Since the campuses 
won't be open when the Fall deadline 
comes around, the student voters must be 
reached and registered in the next few 
months,” Lynch said. “Also, it’s essential 
that students participate in the primary 
election in order to have an impact on the 
national conventions this summer.” 

SPAN has already registered over 2,000 
Students on campus and is preparing to 
multiply that number by registering 
voters all during Spring semesier 
registration week in February. Lynch said 
that classes will be conducted on campus 
to deputize students who are willing to 
register voters and anyone interested 
should contact Steve Bailey, Sac State 
Coordinator, at one of the registration 
tables or phone 454-6585 on campus. 


The organization has been endorsed by 
the Democratic, Republican and Peace 
and Freedom Parties on campus. Though 
the thrust of the registration campaign is 
non-partisan, as on other campuses, the 
majority of new registrants are 
Democrats--partly due to the fact that 
the Party now has a full dozen 
Presidential cnadidates circling the 
country and consequently the 
Democratic primary holds more intrique 
for voters. Local statistics also reflect a 
growing national trend among young 
voters to decline to state a party 
prefererce. Although this is no obstacle 
to full participation in the general 
election, new California voters should be 
aware of the fact that unless they are 
registered with a recognized Party, they 
can only vote in the non-partisan races in 
the June primary election. 

Unlike their counterparts in some 
other states, California’s young voters do 
not have to contend with regulations that 
require registering from their parent’s 
place of residence. As a result, there is a 
significant potential for influencing local 
elections by a bloc vote in communities

Any citizen who will be 18 years of age 
by June is eligible to register for the 
Primary election; voters who have 
changed their address or name since the 
November, 1970 election must re-register, 
likewise anyone who did not vote in the 
November, 1970 election. Other local 
campuses are organizing SPAN chapters 
and students may contact Elene Jo Has at 
Sac City, 456-9865, Ron Volbruch at 
American River, 481-3482 and Bruce 
Thompson at Consumnes River College. 
Alan Clarke, 451-6642, is coordinating 
the high school registration efforts. 

The student organization’ is also 
involved in a community effort to register 
voters in precincts with less than 70% 
registration and is seeking volunteers who 
are willing to register door to door in 
selected neighborhoods. For further 
information, contact Mike Lynch, 
487-5740, or Alan Clarke.
